The Prescott, Arkansas, new Masonic Hall 
was dedicated om the 23rd Angust.

Sir Roger Tichborne 
A Man Says He Burted the Real Sir Roger. 


There have been many theories advanced 
in regard to the Tichborne case, some plau- 
sible and some extremely wild, and persons 
are discovered in all parts of the world 
whose slumbering memories are suddenly 
awakened to the fact that they used to know 
the ~_ Sir Roger, or were on the ship that 
picked him up; but, leaving “ the claimant” 
out of the question, the fate of the young 
baronet, after the wreck of the Aelia, has 
never been discovered. The testimony of 
all who pretend to know any thing about the 
picking up of the Bel/a’s boat, containing the 
shipwrecked men, leaves Sir Roger at sea, 
and the blank that occurs between the 
wreck and his supposed arrival in Australia 
has not been filled up. 

The search for witnesses who could throw 
light upon this point has been so thorough 
and persistent for the last few years that it 
would seem as if the required link would 
have been found long ago if there were any 
person living who could say what became of 
Sir Roger Tichborne. If he ever arrived in 
Australia somebody must have been aware of 
the fact. In the ce of all reliable teati- 
mony on this point the natural and only le- 
gal conclusion among all who dispute “the 
claimant's’ pretensions is that he never ar- 
rived there, but waa lost when the Bella 
went down. The latest case of suddenly 
awakened memory is that of a man in the 
Sandwich Islands, who asserts that he, saw 
Sir Roger die, and buried him on Sydney Is- 
land, in the South Pacific ocean. : 

George Claridge is the name of the man ; 
and the circumatances were brought to his 
mind by a picture of the Tichborne family in 
the illustrated London News, He says he 
has lived for many years in the South Bea 
Islands, drifting about from -place to place, 
and in 1854 he left a ship at Rotumah. 
While on that island a schooner named the 
Annie, engaged in the beche de mer fishery, 
put into port, having just arrived in those 
seas from some Atlantic port. The master 
of the achooner told Clandge that when off 
the River Platte he had wicked up @ boat 
containing two men in a starving condition, 
one of whom was an English gentleman. 

The Englishman was aboard the schooner, 
very sick, and the master, who was a 
Frenchman, told Claridge that he spoke 
perfectly, was engaged to go in the schooner, 
and in a few days she sailed for Sydney Is)- 
and, some two or three handred miles south 
east of Rotumah.

THE JURY SYSTEM. 
A good many years ago on opinion 
began to prevail in England, which is 


. eountry, viz.: that the institution of the 
Grand Jury has outlived ite usefulnens, 
and has become a source of needless 
expense, a clog upon the wheels of 
justice, and capable of being perverted, 
under religious or political excitentent, 
into a means of larring inquiry, ‘and 
rhiekling criminals from the retrilativo 
wetion of the law, as was lately proved 
at Montreal in the Hackett case. Ten- 
aciously as the legal mind is trained to 
adhere to precedent, this opinion is 
grining ground in the highest Yanks of 
the profeasion, and even has its votaries 
on the judicial ‘bench. Not ouly so, 
but this doubt extends to the expedi- 
ency of the whole jury system, and the 
tendency of modern legislation on erim- 
inal matters is to restrict the sphere of 
jury action, by giving to those indicted 
for the minor class of offences the op- 
tion of having their cases tried sum- 
marily by the Police Magistrate or 
County Judge, or having them remitted 
+ to the court to be tried by a jury. 

‘ The expense of the administration of 
critninal justice is becoming ao thing 
fearful to contemplate. At the Assizes 
held last month at Belleville, the sums 
paid to the Grand Jurors amounted ‘to 
$316, to Petit Jurors $874.90, and to 
Crown Witnesses $308.60, the sum of 
€272,60 being paid to the witnesses in 
the Fradette case alone. It is high. 
time that something should be Yone to 
lessen the burden upon the Province 
and the County, and we do not hesitate 
to say freely that wo agree with those 
who hold that the Grand Jury system 
cannot be too soon totally abolished, 
while the function of the Petit Jury 
might with great and manifold advan- 
tages be still further curtailed, mani- 
fostly as regards the whole class of 
minor offences, leaving it still as a safe- 
guard in cases of indictment for capital 
crimes and political offences; while 
those who choose to have a jury in 
civil suits should be made to pay the 
expense thereby incurred. 

The action of a jury is proverbially 
uncertain, as the minds of some of the 
jurors are apt to be warped by precon- 
ceived opinion, or popular prejudice, to 
ay nothing of political or personal con- 
widerations, and oven when they are 
free from such influences, their feelings 
are apt to be «wayed by the passionate 
appeals of a clever counsel, so as to 
make them disregard reason, and return 
_ & verdict according to the sentiment of 
the moment, instead of aceording to 
- their oath and the evidence, 

At one period juries in many parts 
of England uniformly refused to return 
a verdict of “guilty” for any crime 
punishable with death, because in the 
eaut of the day, the blood of the crim- 
‘inal, and perhaps his eternal perdition, 
would lie »t their door. At another 
time almost every murderer brought up 
for trial was acquitted on the groand of 
“temporary imaanity,” of which the 
crime itself was held to be sufficient 
proof, Se laid

HEALTH Pla’ THE TOWN AND 
N THE FARM. 


The returns made by the prineipal 
_ Health-officers in England have made 
ww acquainted with several 
and sume startling facts. Ever since 
Virgil wrote his Georgies, and Horace 
his Epistles and Odea, to go no further 
back on the highways of history, the 
superior healthfulness of a residence in 
the country, as compared with one in a 
town or city, has been sccepted 
the worl and ha wide, tnaading the | 


truth—a sort of sanitary axiom—which 
required no proof, and admitted no 
contradiction. It is made evident, how- 
ever, by those returns, which are’ based 
upon facta carefully observed, indus- 
trivusly collected, and faithfully record- 
ed, that under ordinary conditions, 
great cities are more healthy than small 
towns, country. villages, or even farm 
houses. It is true that during the pro- 
valence of an epidemic both the ¢ases 
and the deaths will be most numerous 
where the population is thickest and 
most densely crowded together, but a 
thorough investigation has established 
the favt that the zymotic or germ dis- 
eases, typhoid fever, diphtheria, scarla- 
tina, and even the dreaded small-pox 
are much more likely to originate in the 


straggling village, the scattered hamlet, 


the isolated farm house, or even the 
lordly mansions of the aristocracy or 


the commodious country seats of the 


wealthy landed proprietor, merehant, 
or manufacturer, than in the densest 


and most dissipated population of the 


Even in many cases where ah epi- 
demic disease had suddenly broke out 
in a city or town, it has been clearly and 
undeniably traced to ite origin in an in- 
focted farm house, which contained 
patients labouring under the disease, 
the contagion of which had been cartied 
to the city or town in the milk with 
which a part of its population had been 
supplied. 

Of course there must be some cause 
for this unhealthiness existing where 
we ought to expect a high dogree of 
health, and the following extracts from 
the reports of Dr. John M. Fox, medical 
officer of the Cockermouth Union, Cum- 
berland, England, will sufficiently in- 
dicate one of the chief causes :

When Mr. Eduard Ruppell, in 1835, pub- 
lished his ‘‘ Neue Wirbeithiere za der Fau- 
na von Abysionien,” he described a ‘* mon- 
key ” which he met with in the districts of 
Haramat, Semien, and Godjam. He said it 
lives bigh up in the mountains of these dis- 
tricte, from 7,000 to 8,500 feet above the 
sea level, passing ite time — on the 
ground and sleepiagin caver. He brought a 
skin to Europe, and gave a colored figure of 
a male in his book. The name he gave wae 
Macacus Gelada, Gelada being native 
name of the animal.

A Big Brute. 


Description of the Dinosaurians, the Lar- 
gest Animais on Record 


Prof. O. C, Marsh, at a meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences, at New York, 
read an essay on “ Some Gigantic Dinosau- 
rian Keptiles from the Wealden of the Kocky 
Mountains.” On the eastern flank of these 
mountains there is a belt of rocks known aa 
the “‘ Dakota group.” Their strata lie be- 
tween the Jurassic below and well-marked 
cretaceous beds above. The fossils discover- 
ed there, until a recent date, have been 
plants and a few invertebrate remains which 
were not ¢ istic. Before the present 
year no vertebrate remains had been found 
im this strata.

There is a well 
eatabii principle in mechanica which 
limite the size, with ordinary construction, 
of land or water animals, hitherto it has 
been claimed that the elephant and the 
whale of the present day had reached that 
limit, being supposed to ively the 
largest of land and water animals which 
have ever existed. The discovery of the tit. 
arosaurus, a land animal of more than double 
the size of the elephant, is therefore » sur- 


‘The question is how could such an animal 
sustain the en « weight that must rest 
upon its limbs? Would not ite weight have 
prevénted it from moving? Consider its 
wine; it was fifty or sixty feet long, and 
when erect, thirty or forty feet high. Now 
comes the curious answer to this question. 
The bones of this animal were ; ite 
vertebre: were constructed like thoae of birds, 
ha cavities into which air was admitted, 
Thus light weight was attained, with great 

of structure. Some of the verebre 
of this huge reptile were of similar pattern 
to those of the tcAthyornis, a cretaceous bird 
not larger than a pigeon. These vertebra 
were biconcave ; that is, each was hollow at 
the end. Also every vertebra had a 
cavity on each side for the admission of air, 
Some of these vertebra are sixteen inches 
in traneverse diameter. Another of these 
igantic dinosaurs is the epdlosawurus ; ite 
istinctive characters were besoribed by 
Prof. Marsh, Nearly in the same geological 
horizon there were found also the remains of 
the smallest dinusaure —aanosaurus—-not big- 
ger than acat. Along with these dinosaurs 
was found a crocodile of importance to natu- 
raliste, as it furnishes a missing link between 
the crocodiles of the past the present. 
There were also various turtles and fishes, 

The assemblage of these animals is remark. 
ably like that of the Wealden of Europe, 
especially of the Tilgate Forest of England, 
where Mantell discovered the j on. 
They indicate that we have, in the so-called 
Dakota group, a representative of the Weal- 
den of Europe, not hitherto recognized in 
this country. It is not improbable that some 
of these remains come from a lower horizon 
than the Wealden; there is evidénce that 
part of them may be of Juramic age. In 
these gigantic dinosaurs we have animals ca- 
pable of making the largest of the footprints

saure of Dakota were closely allied to the 
Connecticut trackmakers; and UW he could

In ottr last ixente we pointed vut the 
fact, upon .irrefragable. evidence, that 
the isolated sitaation, free and unob- 
stricted external ventilation, the purity 
of the surrounding atmosphere, and 
other sanitary advantages of rural hali- 


tutions, will not avail to ward off dis-— 


 dases of the typhoid class from the in- 
Jabitants, unless they observe those 
precautions which the laws of hygiene 
~ tell us are necessary for the  preserva- 
tion of health. These laws are few, 
simple, and easy of application, and 
their careless or wilful neglect is highly 
criminal, amounting, in fact, to suicide 
ou the part of Ahe negligent individual, 
aml to aggravated manslaughter, if not 


wiful murder, as regards the community - 
wmong whom his neglect has been -the, 


nieans of introducing a fatal epidemic. 
We have already indicated the most 
common end obvious source of danyer, 
namely, the contamination of the water 
supply with infectious matter, In order 
to avoid this, it is not sullicient to bank 
up the mouth of the well, and put a 
earb round it to prevent the nceess of 
eurface water, thie more insidious and 
loss easily preventable effect of intiltra- 
tion haa also to be guarded against. 
Por this reason, no privy, house-drain, 
larn yard, or manure heap ought to be 
allowed to exist within a Rcoteed yards 
_ of the well or spring from which the 
fomily is supplied with water, or the 
pond or stream at which the cattle are 
neenstomed to drink, In the first case, 
the danger ia immediate, and. in the 
second, it has been alundantly proved 
that impure water makes poisonous milk, 
and that through that medium the con- 
tagions germs of disease may not only 
affect the farmer and his family, but 
may be, aathey have tov often been, 
weattered far and wide among his un- 
suspecting friends, neighbours, and eus- 
toners. 8 
Nor is the certain danger to health 
nnd life the only evil attendant upon 
the wasteful carelessness too often——we 
might say with trath, too generilly— 
manifested around Canadas wn 
siewds, The farmer who allows the 
—house-slops to be thrown promixcuously 
on the ground to filter into his well, or 
to drain into the pond or ereek where 
his cattle drink ; who permits night-suil 
to accumulate ina privy-pit wotil he 
has to remove the building from over 
it, and throws a few slabs or a little 
_Dbrwsh and earth to hide the filth from 
view; — lets his manure heap lie 
1 in thy sun and soaking in the 


rain till all the volatile and soluble ele-. 


ments are extracted from it, and he has 
nothing but dead-head matter to feed, 
or rather to starve, his crops upon, de- 
frauds himself of one-third of the profit 
Jie ought to make upon his land, and 
deprives the country of one-third of the 
anwant of food material which ought to 
he rhised upon his acreage. The refuse, 
including execrementitious matter, of a 
family of eight persons will supply
